} parts of Canada in July, 1914, was 


very large. When the special classes 
of work created by the war have end- 
ed there will probably be a similar 
lack of employment, since few other 
kinds of work in our cities have been 
created in the meantime, and few of 
our industries have been enlarged. 

“The creation of new industries de- 
pends on a demand for new products 
and the obtaining of necessary capital. 
The first is not probable, and the lat- 
ter will be curtailed wy the enormous 
absorption of British capital in war 
loans So the development of new 
industries in Canada will prove slow 
for a time. But agriculture is an in- 
dustry which Canada can always de- 
velop with certainty of success, if not 
of high remuneration.” 

The extent to which Canada could 
hope to find a market in the United 
States for agricultural products was 
said to be very great, in the opinion 
of Dr. Bryce. Although special in- 
dustries for disabled soldiers may be 
developed, and the blind and maimed 
may be trained so that they will be 
able to earn their own livelihood, this 
only touched the fringe of the prob- 
lem, the lecturer declared, The pur- 
chase and subdivision of land suit- 
able for small fruit and vegetable 
farming was the plan Dr. Bryce pro- 
posed 

The financing of such a colonizing 
scheme by the Government, and the 
education of the men_ in scientific 
farming methods, Dr. Bryce declared, 
would contribute in a large measure 
to the solution of the problems tha 
are certain to arise after the war.

Our Future on the Water 


Canadian Shipbuilding 
Should be Fostered 


Within the last few days there has 
been launched from a Montreal ship- 
yard, a million-dollar ice-breaker, 
which is according to reports, the last 
word in this highly specialized class 
of marine coustruction. 

Only a few years ago when a vessel 
of this class was required, it was 
necessary for the Canadian yovern- 
ment to seek it abroad. The launch-

ing of the other day is sufficient proof | 


that that day has gone by and that 
Canadian shipyards are now capuble 
of turning out a class of vessel which 
requires special skill on the part of 
both marine engineers and construc- 
tors, 

Encouraging as the launching of the 
“J. D. Hazen’ is, it should not be 
accepted merely as an isolated in- 
stance of progress in Canadian ship- 
ping. It should be only the first ‘of 
a series of similar stepping stones to- 
ward the establishment of a Canadian 
shipbuilding industry of the first mag- 
nitude. Never in the history of water- 
borne commerce has there been the 
demand for tonnage that there is to- 
day. That demand will increase rather 
than decrease tor an indefinite period, 


and the opportunity for Canadian 
shipbuilders is exceptionally favor- 
able. Years ago this country had a 


wide reputation for the excellence of 
the ships launched from the yards of 
the Maritime Provinces. For many 
years the industry largely died out, 


but the tradition, together with the| 


facilities, still exists, and under the 
present circumstances it should be 
both easy and very profitable to re- 
vive the dormant industry. 

It may be necessary, for a time, at 
least, to offer special encouragement 
to bring this about. That is a matter 
of government policy, which can easily 
be determined, once it has been decid- 
ed to put Canada back where she once 
was, among the ship-producing nations 
of the world. We have the skill, we 
have rc great coast line, scores of ice- 
free harbors, innumerable sites suit- 
able for the cstablishment of ship- 
yards, cheap power and unlimited raw 
materials. Taken in conjunction with 
the abnormal demand for ocean ton- 
nage, these things constitute an op- 
portunity for Canada which it would 
be folly to neglect. ~ 

But if we are to profit by all these 
favorable circumstances we must move 
quickly. If the government were to 
announce a comprehensive policy lead- 
ing to the encouragement of shipbuild- 
ing, the country would approve from 
one end to the other.—Montreal Star.

Frontier Days Recalled—A Tourn- 
ament That Has a History 


“The Sky Pilot,’ written and pub- 
|lished by ‘Ralph Connor" (Rev. C. 
W. Gordon), was the first glimpse, to 
many thousands of readers, of cowboy 
life on the prairies and in the foot- 
hills. 

It is only trom such writings and 
from the records of the R. N. W. M. P. 
that the history of cowboys, cowgirls 
—kings and queens of the lariat-—the 
rough riders, ropers, sharpshooters 
and their equipment of saddles and 
bridles, chaps, hats and gloves will 
ever be known. 

As settlers flocked nto Southern 
Saskatchewan and Southern Alberta 
to cultivate the fertile acres, ranches 
were curtailed in extent, bands of 
horses and herds of cattle have been 
reduced until today cowboy life has 
almost passed away. In another de- 
| cade or two we may look in vain for 
the old pioneer and scout life. 

Thousands of farmers on the prair- 
ies know nothing of this early history 
of the plains except by hearsay. 

The Stampede to be held in Moose 
Jaw on July 11 to 14, 1916, will give 
an opportunity to all to see for them- 
selves that which no amount of hear- 
say could give. It is to be a living 
page from the history of the brave 
days of the frontier! A vision of the 
vanishing prairie west; a tournament 
that has a meaning. 

} Old timers who participated in the 
| early history of the West are enthusi- 
astic over the Stampede. To them it 
is like visiting the old home once 
more, and to the new settler it will 
be an open page of the past, once seen, 
| never to be forgotten. 

That these cowboys are skilled in 
|their profession can never be denied. 
They are counted among the best 
| horsemen in the world—masters_ of 
‘themselves and their horses. This 
was demonstrated by the Strathcona 
Horse in 1900 They were trained cav- 
alry from the day they first lined up 
under cavalry command. 

The personal qualities of cowboys 
are well known. Their principles of 
right and wrong are invariably on the 
| side of fair play and justice. Their 
creed imposed wild justice upon many 
malefactors and ‘the strong hand”’ 
was the law of force that ensured 
safety of property where no other 
writ or judgment found place. 

Moose Jaw for a quarter of a cent- 
ury was on the eastern boundary of 
the ranches. It was une winter home 
of many ranchers, while their foremen 
and outriders kept an outlook over 
stock on the ranges.

Enthusiastivally describing the 
French 75's the saviours of Verdun, a 
correspondent writes: 

“In one of the Russian battles one 
of their batteries fired 525 rounds to 
the gun in a single day, which seemed 
to me at that time an extraordinary 
rate of fire. When I mentioned this 
to an artillery captain at Verdun, he 
laughingly replied. 

“T have tired from this (4 gun) bat- 
tery 3,100 rounds of shells in 45 min- 
utes,”

“How long do your guns last at that 
rate?’ I asked him, for the theory 
before the war was that a field piece 
did not have a. life exceeding 8,000 
to 10,000 rounds of fire.

Bacon From the United States 

Large quantities of pork from the 
United States have been imported 
into Canada, converted into bacon at 
Canadian establishments, and export- 
ed to England chiefly in the form 
of. Wiltshire bacon, This traffic has 
attained eno¥mous proportions and 
has kept the staff of inspectors ex- 
tremely busy. This bacon is not per- 
mitted to be labelled, “Product of 
Canada,” nor to bear any mark to 
indicate a Canadian origin. Each 
piece bears the inspection mark ef 
the Bureau of Animal Industry.—‘U. 
8. Inspected and passed.’’ These 
precautions should protect our Can- 
adian bacon against unfair competi- 
tion from the United States.

Prisoners’ Cruel Treatment 


Winnipeg Soldier, Just Back From 
Germany, Describes Fright- 
ful Conditions 


A graphic tale of the cruelties in- 
flicted on British and Canadian pris- 


;oners of war is told by Pte. Robert 
| D. Lang of Winnipeg, who for ten 


months was a prisoner in a German 
internment camp. Captured at Ypres 
after lying on the field of battle with 
half his foot shot away, he was starv- 
ed for three days, and for three days 
more lay starving in a dirty cattle car 
on his way to Germany. Even on ar- 
rival in the camp proper attention 
was not given him, and he was rough- 
ly, almost brutally doctored. When 
he had sufficiently recovered he was 
put to work in quarries and salt mines, 
with nothing but two cups of baked 
acorns mixed with the water, called 
coffee, a slice of black bread and some 
watery soup for his rations. \ 

‘‘We were nearly starved to death,” 
he said. ‘As long as we were there we 
teceived nothing but the black bread 
and the watery mixture called soup 
Many insults, which we were power- 
less to avenge, were thrown at us, 
and the guards kicked us when they 
took a notion, just for fun. Out of 
forty parcels which I know to have 
been sent to me I received only 
twelve.” 

Ten months of such _ treatment, 
coupled with the after-effects of a 
badly healed wound, was sufficient. to 
render him unfit for further active 
service, and in February of this year 
he was exchanged along with seven 
other Canadians. At the camp were 
seventy other prisoners, mostly mem- 
bers of the 15th Battalion (Toronto 
| Highlanders), It was at Gottingen 
| that he was interned. 

Pte. Lang is a Winnipeg man, and 
was a member of the 8th Battalion.

“Potassium Production 


Government Will Regulate Develop- 
ments'of Areas in Far North 


The department of the interior has 
issued a set of regulations governing 
the development of potassium in a 
large area of dominion lands extend- 


ing along the Peace, Athabasca and 
Mackenzie rivers. 

The following preamble precedes 
the regulations which appeared in 
the Canada Gazette: 

“Whereas it is also represented 


that the area of a location acquired | 


under the provisions of the regula- 
tions approved by the order-in-coun- 
cil of the 13th August, 1908, above .e- 
referred to is not sufficient to induce 
prospectors to incur the expend. 
ture necessary to discover such saits, 
that discovery can only be made by 
means of deep bore holes, involving 
a very large expenditure, that the 
search may be quite unavailing, and 
that, owing to the very great public 
benefit which would result ‘from such 
a discovery, it might be in the public 
interest if liberal inducements could 
be offered to companies willing to risk 
so large an initial outlay upon the 
chance of making, a discovery, and, 

“Whereas, owing to the great de- 
mand for certain salts of potassium 
for fertilizing purposes, and the fact 
that the present production is quite 
msufficient to satisfy the world’s re 
quirements.” 

The regulations permit of a lease 
of the lands in question not exceed- 
ing 1,920 acres, and the lease is to 
be applied for at Dominion lands 
offices. The rental for the first year 
at the rate of 25 cents an acre shall 
accompany the application. There- 
after, the rate will be 50 cents per 
acre annually. One year after the 
securing of the lease the lessee shall 
have such machinery on the lands 
for prospecting purposes as the minis- 
ter may consider necessary.”

First Shot Fired in War 


It Was a Troopr of the 4th Dragoon 
Guards on August 20, 1914 


The first shot fired by the British 
army in the present war is said to 
have been discharged by a _ trooper 
of the 4th Dragoon Guards on Aug- 
ust 20, 1914, says the Mail and Em- 
pire. As regards our field artillery 
the honor of having been the first 
to let drive at the Huns seems to 
belong to the men of EF Battery, R. 
H. A., who opened fire near Bray, a 
village in Belgium, on Saturday Aug- 
ust 22, 

The British navy, however, came 
into action far earlier, the actual first 
shot being discharged by the destroyer 
Lance, which surprised the German 
minelayer Koonigen Luise in the North 
Sea, and sank her in six minutes, This 
event occurred on Wednesday, Aug- 
ust 5 

The first shot fired by any of the 
combatants in the war was discharged 
from the Hungarian monitor Orsowa, 
on the Danube river, on July 28, the 
date of the declaration of hostilities 


by Austria against Serbia. A lightly 
armed Serbian patrol boat was hit, 
but managed to escape 

Curiously enough, the first shot in 
the Russo-Turkish war in 1877. was 
also fired on the Danube and by a 
monitor. The name of this ship was 
the Lufti-Djelil, a Turkish vessel, and 
she discharged a single projectile at a 
Russian gunboat. Before she could 
fire another, her opponent let fly a 
torpedo, and blew her up with all her 
crew. 

In the Franco-German war of 1870 
the first shot fired was fired by a 
corporal in charge of a French frontier 
guard It killed a German officer’ of 
Uhlans. The war of the Balkan 
League against Turkey was similarly 
begun by an armed Montenegrin pea- 
sant, who shot dead the leader of a 
Turkish patrol late in the afternoon 
of August 8, 1912.

Aviator Again Escapes 


Eugene Gilbert, French Airman, Re- 


ported to Have Escaped 
to Italy 
Eugene Gilbert, one of the best 


known French aviators, who was in- 
terned in Switzerland in August last 
year on being compelled to land by 


lack of gasoline on Swiss soil ‘after 
a raid cn the Zeppelin establishment 
at Friederichsnafen, escaped for the 
third time. The Petit Parisien has 
information which has not been con- 
firmed, officialiy, that M. Gilbert has 
reached Italy. 


M. Gilbert, who established several 
world’s records before the war, joined 
the French forces at the outbreak of 
the war. His first escape from the 
detention camp in Switzerland was 
made shortly after he was interned. 
He reached Paris, but was sent back 
on the demand of the Swiss govern- 
ment because he did not give the 
authorities sufficient notice that he 
had withdrawn his word of honor not 
to attempt to escape. In February 
last IM. Gilbert made his second at- 
tempt to regain his liberty, but was 
recognized and was arrested at Olten, 
Switzerland.

New Icebreaker for Russia 


Will Aid In Keeping Open Russia’s 
Winter Port 

Canada has sold her' new giant ice- 
breaker, launched recently from the 
yards of the Canadian Vickers, Limit- 
ed, at Montreal, to the Russian gov- 
ernment 

The vessel will be completed dur- 
ing the coming fall and it is hoped 
will be delivered in time to aid in 
the work of keeping open Russia’s 
winter port of Archangel. 

This is the third Uanadian vessel 
of the same kind to be turned over 
by the government to the Czar’s em- 
pire.

Since the Kaiser 
has only about three times as large 
a population to draw upon us had 
Abraham Lincoln, and as he is losing 
men in battle over ten times as fast, 
the ratio of Germany's daily loss to 
population is more than three times 
as great as was the loss of the North- 
ern States. But Germany is not allow- 
ing so many men to die of disease as 
did the United States.

MORAL PREPAREDNESS THE PLEA TO AMERICA 


Dr. J. A. Macdonald, of Toronto, Tell the American People Why 
Canada is Engaged in the War, and Makes a Plea for the 
Preparedness of American Mind and Conscience 


“My plea is for the preparedness 
ef the American mind, of the Ameri- 
ean conscience, of the American will,” 
was the declaration of Dr. J. A. Mac- 
donald to a mass meeting under the 
auspices of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly held at Atlantic City recent- 
ly. He spoke for more than an hour 
in the interest of colleges and univer- 
sities end their part in the world con- 
flict of ideas. References to Canada’s 
part in the conflict in Europe were 
cheered. 

What saves this world war from be- 
tng, in the cyes even of a Canadian, 
an unredeemed and _  undisguised 
brutality is that, more than any of the 
great wars of history, it is a struggle 
not for territory but for freedom, for 
the freedom of the soul, for the ideals 
of liberty: a struggle for the right 
of a free people to govern themselves, 
and for equality of pekeccratt for the 
little kingdoms and the small nation- 


alities: a struggle for the right to a( 


lace in the sun, not for the Great 

owers along, Britain and France and 
Germany and Russia, but for Belgium 
and Denmark and Holland and the 
Scandinavian countries and Greece 
and the Balkan States, that they, too, 
as freely and securely as their larger 
neighbors, may each be free to live 
their own life, to cherish their own 
ideals, and to make their distinctive 
contribution to the civilization and 
freedom of the world. For anything 
less noble Canadians, too, ought to be 
too proud to fight. But for ae | 
more worthy none of the heroes an 
patriots of old ever had a chance to 
@o out and die. 

Proceeding, he dealt with the phases 
through which the nations, and par- 
ticularly France and _ Britain, ad 
passed in their struggle for the free- 
dom of ideas, for the rights of the com- 
mon people, and for equal justice for 
all classes before the law.

Women Run War Hospitals 


Whole Staff From Sur- 
geons to Orderlies 


A hospital in which only the patients 
are men is one of the war time inno- 
vations in London. It is in Endell 
street near Covent Garden Market, and 
the entire staff, from cooks to sur- 
geons, are women. The institution is 
the outgrowth of a movement known 
as the Women’s Hospital Corps. A 
little body of women left England for 
France in the early stages of the war 
to nurse the wounded soldiers, but 
later they were called back, as they 
were needed even more werpany to 
care for the many wounded soldiers 
brought home to England, 

From this small beginning the hos- 
pital, which will accomodate 6500 
wounded soldiers, sprang. The wound- 
ed soldier is considerably surprised, 
if he is well enough to take notice, 
to be brought to the hospital and see 
only women orderlies in the corridors, 
and women surgeons and physicians to 
attend him. 

The medical staft consists of eight 
surgeons under the direction of a 
chief surgeon, a dental surgeon, an 
ophthalmic surgeon, a pathologist, an 
X-ray operator, an anaesthetist and 
a number of physicians. In addition, 
women medical students visit the hos- 
pital, and the entire administration 
supervision of the hospital is in wo- 
men's hands.

This 
has made it necessary for the country 
store to charge higher pricea than 
would be necessary if it were doing 
the whole business of the community 
on a cash basis. Ags it is, the store 
finds it necessary to carry credit for 
a part of its customers, and also to 
make up for certain losses, and it is 
also necessary for the store to carry 
stocks of goods for longer periods. 

On the other hand, we believe that 
in the past the business of the local 
store was hardly based on efficiency, 
and in too many cases it has been 
charging all that the trade would 
bear, in other cases too many stores 
handling the same line of goods tried 
to make a living in the same commun- 
ity, and the result was higher prices, 
too high prices. These factors made 
it very easy for mail-order houses to 
do business in the country, and these 
same factors induced farmers to start 
co-operative buying of commodities 
until the practice has become general, 
even spreading to those districts where 
there are really efficient country 
stores. 

But the matter has now reached 
that pene where there is danger of 
losing the convenience of the local 
retail distributor, and we are begin- 
ning to realize that this fs a conveni- 
ence, and also the fact that it costs 
something to secure this convenience. 
But we also realize that the retail 
trade can be put on a much more sat- 
isfactory. basis. LKither the country 
retail business must be done by farm- 
ers’ co-operative companies, which are 
showing efficiency and economy, or 
the men at present engaged in the 
retail trade in the country must get 
together and develop greater effici- 
ency. Efficiency that will enable them 
to handle a wider variety of goods, 
and in the end render to the farmers 
that service . which they have the 
right to expect for the profits taken 
on the commodities the stores handle, 
We have seen some very good retail 
establishments that are already rend- 
ering efficient service. These should 
be hunted up, and their methods 
studied, and developed. 

This efficient service, however, can- 
not be fully developed until such time 
as the store’s business is put on a cash 
basis, and some other organization 
carries the credit for the farmer. The 
country retailer cannot be expected 
to in any way compete with mail-order 
houses doing a cash business as long 
as it is necessary for him to do a big 
share of his business on time. Here 
1s where there is need for an efficient 
rural credit system, or a more effi- 
cient service from our present -bank- 
ing system, so that there will be no 
need for the country stores, imple- 
ment men or others to render a credit 
service to the farmer in addition to 
their regular business. 

As stated, there are but few who 
readily admit they appreciate the con- 
venience of the retail store in the 
village, but they are only beginning 
to appreciate what 1t would mean to 
lose that service. Co-operative trading 
on a wholesale basis or the mail-order 
house cannot give that convenience. 
They have undoubtedly have their 
merits in handling certain bulky 
commodities, but they cannot give 
the convenience of the retail store. 


Sudan Grass 


Valuable Forage Plant Which Has 
Proven Its Feeding Value 


Since the publication of the article 
upon Sudan Grass in a recent issue 
of The Furrow there have been thou- 
sands of inquiries from farmers 
throughout the United States and 
many from Canada asking as to the 
feeding value of this crop and the 
probability of its growing in various 
sections. 

Inasmuch fs this was our first ex- 
perience with the plant, we are unable 
accurately to advise, After our seed 
had ripened, we cut the tops with the 
intention of saving all the seed in 
order to plant enough this coming 
year vo determine its value as pas- 
ture, soiling crop and hay. 

After we had removed the seed 
heads, we cut the hay with a mower 
and fed it to dairy cows, While it 
was iipe, dry and apparently unin- 
viting, the cattle ate it ravenously, 
preferring it to alfalfa hay. So far 
as we were able to observe there was 
no decrease in the flow of milk. We 
attribute the appetizing quality to 
the fact that it is a semi-saccharine 
sorghum, which necessary gives it a 
pleasant, sweetish taste. 

As to its adaptability to various 
climates and conditions, we have had 
reports from semi-arid sections, irri- 
gated sections, and high and low alti- 
tudes, all indicating that it is a very 
desirable crop. We have advised 
farmers in high altitudes and in 
semi-arid regions to drill in rows and 
cultivate with the ordinary corn culti- 
vator, keep down the weeds, and main- 
tain a mulch. We cannot, however, 

arantee that the plant is markedly 
routh rosletiog, nor that it will ma- 
ture in high altitudes until more ex- 
tensive demonstrations have

Daylight Saving 


Hour Taken From Sleep of Sloth Adds 
Millions to Wealth of World 


In Europe, where saving is now 
80 necessary, several countries have 
jumped all the clocks ahead an hour, 
with intent of economizing those 
valuable 60 minutes from sleep or 
sloth for the urgent needs of daywork. 
Germany alone estimates an annual 
saving of over $400,000,000 a year in 
light and power bills. 

Possibly it is a reflex of this stimu- 
lus of innovation that is displayed 
in a kindred proposition advanced on 
this side of the water whereby one 
of our foremost activities—Stock Ex- 
change trading—would gain an hour. 
The gain would not lie in stealing any 
march upon the clock, but in shovin 
the whole trading day itself. ahea 
60 minutes, as measured in terms of 
the old reckoning and as compared 
with other every day activities. 

And there is a real economy urged 
—not so much in physical light as in 
better distribution and use of time— 
in favor of the proposition recently 
agitated in New York to open the Ex- 
change at nine o’clock and close at 
two. The usually convival type of 
broker, who never appeared at the 
oftice until ten o’clock, has passed 
into limbo, along with :the “bet a 
million” financier and the salesman 
whose business ‘‘compels” him to 
drink. And in his stead we find the 
man of affairs who realizes that his 
mental, structure is reared on a basis 
of physical fitness, and who, accord- 
ingly, finds on the links, the tennis 
courts and the broad highways, the 
well-being he requires. 

The great American game--base- 
ball—will bring many more devotees 
into the sun and open air'when the 
market closes at two o’clock; and that 
extra hour of daylight, invested in 
out-of-door employments, will yield 
goodly dividends of ‘health'.and en- 
joyment, whereas'in its. present posi- 
tion, before the market -opens, it is 
simply idle funds—Boston News Bu- 
reau. 


To Make Warm Clothes 


Fibres of Tropical Trees Used For a 
Variety of Domestic Purposes 


A new material has just been dis- 
covered which is Tikely to. produce 
and absolutely fresh British industry. 
This material is lighter and warmer 
than anything else on the market, 
and is made from the fibre of cer- 
tain trees which grow in the tropics. 

It is called Credem fleece, and one 
thickness is sufficiently warm to line 
ordinary clothes, such as overcoats 
or dressing gowns; two thicknesses 
are sufficient for such military re 
quirements as airmen’s suits or motor 
coats. 

In three or four thicknesses this 
Credem fleece is not only exceedingly 
warm for the severest of winter wea- 
ther, but is sufficiently buoyant to 
act as a life preserver in case of a 
disaster at sea, and the thickness of 
the fleece in this case is not so great 
as to make the waistcoat or other gar- 
ment made with it all unsightly,

Proximity to a Good, Live Town Invariable Enhances the Value 
Of Farm Property, and Every Assistance Should be 
Given to Building up the Home Market 


Why Do Boys 
Leave the Farm 


Farmers’ Sons Should be Given Some 


Incentive to Stay on the Farm 


If the farmers’ sons would remain 
on the farm and keep pace with the 
new developments in agriculture with 
the same degree of activity that char- 
jacterizes manufacturing and other 
industries, the problem of maintain- 
ing fertility and supplying food for 
the nation would be solved. 

Boys leave the farm because they 
are not given material encourage- 
ment to remain while they are in 
their ‘‘teens.”” The life of the average 
young boy on the farm is not very 
pleasant for man reasons. The hours 
of labor are long, drudgery is con- 
stant and the conveniences such as he 
has seen in city homes are lacking. 
No incentive is offered to overcome 
those disagreeable features. Most 
boys, when young, want to become 
farmers like their fathers. They lis- 
ten to the representatives from the 
agricultural cclleges and the well- 
meaning city farmer enthusiasts pic- 
ture the beauties of farm life, but 
when they face the cold reality the 
following morning, they are dissatis- 
fied and want to leave the farm. 

I believe I know how the majority 
of farm boys feel, for I was one my- 
self, :nd have observed them for more 
than a half century. I believe that 
there is a remedy that will counter- 
act the dislike for the farm which 
so often prevaila among them, and 
that remedy is encouragement. Some 
incentive must be offered, not after 
boys have reached their majority, but 
while they are just ‘‘kids.” 

The following incident, which came 
to my notice many years ago, fairly 
illustrates what I mean by incentive, 
or encouragement, and the discourag- 
ing factor: 

The doctor was visiting a patient 
in the country. Just as he was leav- 
ing the house, little Johnny, the farm- 
er’s eight year old son, said, ‘‘Doctor, 
this is my birthday and papa has 
given me a pig. I want you to see 
it.” He proudly led the doctor to the 
pen. where he showed him a_nice 
ittle black pig about a week ojd. He 
explained quite minutely the superior 
points of this pig and waid that he 
was going to take care of it and, when 
it got to be a big hog, would sell it 
ane have “lots of money.” 

From time to time during the sum- 
mer Johnny took great pride in show- 
ing his pig, watching it eat, and keep- 
ing it clean. Three times a day he 
would strut like a little man out to 
the pen carrying skim milk and an 
armful of corn, and tried to act and 
talk like a full grown farmer. As the 
summer progressed he enlarged the 
pen, giving his pet some extra pas- 
ture, and ,uite often would gather 
green vegetation for it. On one oc- 
casion he stated that next year he 
was going to buy two or three pigs 
with his money and ask papa to rent 
him a piece of ground so that hé 
could raise his own corn. He conclud- 
ed hy saying that he “was going to 
be a farmer and raise hogs and get 
rich.” i 

When the pig was ten months old, 
Johnny’s father sold. his hogs, in- 
cluding Johnny’s. 
proud of his pig and declared it would 
‘weigh Jots more than any hog on the 
place. The following ~ morning the 

ogs were delivered at the station, 
and the doctor, anxious to know how 
much, larger Johnny s pig was, be- 
cause of the careful attention it had 
received, than his father’s lot, went 
to see it weighed, When the hogs were 
being driven on the scales Johnny 
said,, “Papa. aren’t you going to 
weigh my pig separately?” The father 
in a cold way said, ‘My pig! Whose 
corn fed that pig? Get out of the way. 
Don’t bother me.”’ And Johnny was 
dumb. His lips quivered, the tears 
rolled down his cheeks and he walked 
away broken-hearted and discouraged. 
The next year Johnny did not raise 
a pig, for all incentive was taken 
away; all his hopes and dreams were 
blasted. 

Today the old farm where Johnny 
lived is dilapidated and unproductive. 
John is not a farmer, but a worthless, 
shiftless individual living in town. 
His ambition was blighted the day 
his pig was sold. What might not 
Johnny have become had his father 
taken him into partnership the day 
the pig was scld? 


Enemy Admits Food Shortage 

The Germans are at last admitting a 
shortage of food. A leading article 
in The Schleisische Zeitung, the organ 
of the great Cilesian landowners, says: 

“It is childish to continue always to 
hide the truth. Let us openly admit 
that the difficulties that have arisen, 
mainly in the great towns, are caused 
not merely by lack of system in the 
distribution of the necessary articles 
of food, but also by the fact that the 
supply of such articles is inadequate.” 

The journal admits that grievous dis- 
content has spread in all directions 
in consequence of defects in the sys- 
tem of dealing with the food supply, 
and hopes that the measures intro- 
duced in the new Imperial Food De- 
partment will improve the situation.

_A. little story, true by the way, and 
similar instances within the experi- 
ence of every man, will emphasize the 
influence a home town has on land 
values and bring the facts right close 
to everybody better than a serious 
discussion of the subject. After all, 
there is no illustration quite so strong 
4s a story that exactly fits the case; 
no example so striking as some simple 
happening with which we are all 
familiar. : 

A man with a large family and a 
small income ownéd a piece of land 
in.a pioneer country where towns were 
few and far between. He struggled 
along for years without making any 
material advancement. His fortunes 
did not improve. His family suffered ' 
privations, were denied the cheering 
influence of society, and his children 
were growing up uneducated. 

Considering all these disadvantages 
and handicaps. due solely to the dis- 
tance of his farm from a town or trad- 
ing point, he determined to sell out 
and move to some place where the 
conditions of living were more in- 
viting. He offered his land, together 
with all the improvements thereon, 
for twenty-five dollars an acre, but 
despite his best efforts and the efforts 
of all his acquaintances he could not 
find a buyer. Nobody wanted the 
farm. The land was too far from a 
market and there were few advant- 
ages of the kind that appeal strongest 
to the women and children of ths 
family. 

For years this man was unable to 
sell his farm even at a price 
would have meant a loss to him. 

Finally, a railroad was built through 
the country, a branch road of no great 
importance, but certainly a real con- 
venience locally. A station was estab- 
lished within a few miles of the farm 
owned by our unfortunate friend and 
a little town sprang up, as Western 
towns do, and thriveu as only towns 
in a new country can thrive. 

Almost overnight there was a good 
graded school, churches, pretentious 
stores, places of amusement, good 
shipping favilities and a growing home 
market. ‘ 

Now, right here just a word about 
this home market proposition. Speak- 
ing of the home market is like talk- 
ing about the home town. People do 
not seem to understand or appreciate 
what it means to them. Little im- 
pression is .created because we all 
become accustomed to such conveni- 
ences and such advantages and they 
only attract attention by their ab- 
sence. The only man who talks a 
great deal about the home market is 
the fellow who hasn’t any such thing. 
He is the man who gets very much 
exercised about building up a home 
market. 


In a broad general way, the home 
market means that many farm pro- 
ducts before unsalable, owing to fee 
of shipping and handling facilities 
and home consumption, come into de- 
mand at profitable prices. 

Take it in the ‘case of our farmer 
friend who was so anxious to sell his 
land at a ruinous price. His fortunes 
changed with the coming of the home 
town. Products upon which he pre- 
viously depended for his money in- 
come were either enhanced in price 
or the cost of marketing was much 
reduced, or both. Anyway, his year- 
ly income was greatly increased, al- 
though he did not farm an extra acre 
of land or produce any more grain or 
live stock than he did before. His 
land was no more productive, his im- 
provements represented no greater ex- 
penditure of capifal or labor, still he 
was offered one hundred dollars an 
acre for his land—and would-be purch- 
asers were numerous. 

Talk about the Lamp of Aladdin, the 
Fables of Aesop, or the tairy tales of 
old. Here, by some mysterious in- 
fluence, the value of this man’s land 
was increased four-fold almost over- 
night, without the expenditure of a 
single hour of labor or a lone dollar 
of extra capital on his part. All) this 
was brought about by the building 
up of a home town, 

While this story illustrates in a 
simple and forcible way one advant- 
age of the home town, the strangest 
part is yet to come. Now listen, Our 
one-time unfortunate friend refused to 
sell his farm, and every reader of this 
story can tell the reason why.
